Claims 1- 22, 24, 25 and 27-32 are rejected under 35 USC 102 (b) as being 
anticipated by the patent to Nakamura (JP 08-096412) for the reasons set forth in the 
final rejection. 

Claims 1-7, 10-18, 21, 22, 24, 25 and 27-32 are rejected under 35 USC 102 (b) 
as being anticipated by the patent to Cheong (USP 6,961 ,300) for the reasons set forth 
in the final rejection. 

As noted in the final rejection, heat transferal is an inherent function of light 
absorption material. Furthermore, the newly recited optical pickup in claims 30 and 31 
constitutes the means by which Nakamura and Cheong perform readout. 
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
